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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: lida et al. explicitly states on Col. 1, Lines 7-12 
that "specifically relates 'to a strengthening method for inner surfaces of a bearing' into which a piston pin and a crankpin fit in sliding and 
relative rotating connection" and further states on Col. 3, Lines 36-44 that "It should be noted that the bearing portion I the invention refers 
to at least one of a small end and a large end of a connecting rod, and to an inner surface of a bearing bore which fits with the shaft 
elements such as a piston pin or a crankpin in sliding and relative rotating connections". Thus, as clearly stated from the sent actions and 
non-patent literature cited, it would have been clearly obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide 
shot-peening to piston pin holes. 
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
